Light often points the way to life 
in both the spiritual and physical realms. 
A striking illustration of this was seen 
in a despatch from George Weller, 
“somewhere in Australia” (Evening 
Bulletin, Phila.), describing a thrilling 
incident of the battle of the Java Sea. 
A destroyer had been torpedoed, and 
116 men were struggling for their lives 
in the oil-burdened waters, swimming 
about and clinging to rafts. Their cries 
for help were answered by return cries 


from three cruisers, ‘but only some un- 
known, friendly hand aboard the Hous- 
ton had the quickness of mind to throw 
them the illuminated life preserver. It 
was the light attached to it that guided 
a British destroyer to their rescue.” 
“Regulation American Navy lifebelts, 
with a floating light attached, tossed 
overboard from the cruiser Houston,” 
were the means that saved the lives of 
these men. They not only supported 
them in the dark, troubled waters, but 
led to their final safety. What a vivid 
picture of the grace and mercy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ! “In him was life; 
and the life was the light of men. And 
the light shineth in darkness; and the 
darkness comprehended it not” (John 
1:4,5). He is the light of the world, and 
He gives life to all who believe in Him. 
He upholds His own amid all the trou- 
bles of this world with His almighty 
power, and when their earthly voyage 
is done, He gathers them safely to Him- 
self in Heaven. “When thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with thee” 
(Isa. 43:2); “And I give unto them eter- 
nal life; and they shall never perish” 
(John 10:28). 
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ls Gospel Broadcasting in Danger? 


EVERAL weeks ago an interesting 

document was mailed to “all spon- 

sors of religious broadcasts.” It 
contained recommendations drafted by 
a committee authorized at an earlier 
meeting of religious broadcasters at the 
Institute for Education by Radio in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and which, if adopted, 
would practically wipe out Gospel 
broadcasting. The letter accompanying 
these recommendations states that they 
“represent in general the point of view

At first glance the membership of 
this committee may seem to be fairly 
representative of the religious public 
in America. Officially, denominational 
Protestantism is represented by the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America. It is assumed that Bible 
Magazines, Inc., which publishes Revela- 
tion magazine, would speak for that 
large group of Protestants, both in the 
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denominational churches and in inde- 
pendent churches, which stands uncom- 
promisingly for the fundamentals of the 
faith. But when the five points in the 
recommendations of this committee are 
examined, it becomes evident that fun- 
damental Christianity has had little, if 
any, voice in formulating them. Let us 
examine the five points. 

The first is: “THAT religious radio 
programs, received in the homes of in- 
dividuals of differing religious faiths, 
should be addressed to a cross-section 
of the public —to Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews and non-believers—and not to 
members of any one faith. Exceptions 
to this recommendation are special event 
religious programs such as denomina- 
tional conventions, eucharistic Con- 
gresses and Passover services.” 

This is a consummation long devoutly 
hoped for by our Modernist friends. 
Will all radio preaching be so pruned 
of any mention of sin, or of judgment, 
or of the sacrifice for sin that Christ 
made upon the cross, that none may be 
offended, regardless of faith? May no 
one tell over the air of the need of a 
Saviour who is the unique and only 
Son of God? Yet election campaign 
speakers are permitted to tell of the 
absolute necessity of voting for this or 
that candidate, regardless of the politi- 
cal allegiance of listeners. The delicate 
feelings of a Modernist unbeliever must 
not be shocked by the mention of the 
merits of the blood of Christ that 
cleanses from sin; but a beer or wine 
salesman, no matter how offensive his 
remarks may be to a Christian abstainer, 
may tell of the “merits” of the liquid 
poison that plunges men and women and 
young people into sin. 

Let us pass on to the second recom- 
mendation. It reads: “THAT religious 
programs should not attack beliefs of 
members of other faiths. When religious 
doctrines are expounded on the air, the 
presentation should be strictly affirma- 
tive.” This point is closely linked with 
the first. It would make it impossible 
for a minister of the Gospel to tell a 
Jewish hearer why he is wrong in re- 
jecting his Messiah. It would prevent a 
member of a Modernist clurch from 
learning over the air that he is denying 
the Lord who bought him by subscribing 
to the man-made doctrine of a Christ 
“who was merely a good example and 
a noble teacher. Yet a political speaker 
may come into your home by means of 
the radio, and attack your political be- 
liefs and may say almost anything short 
of' slander against the candidate of the 
party you may support, and find not a 
single voice raised against such a prac- 
tice. 

The third recommendation reads: 
“THAT the broadcasting of religious pro- 
grams should be provided by radio sta- 
tions in keeping with their responsibility 
to serve the ‘public interest, convenience 
and necessity.’ Religious programs, like 
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educational broadcasts, should be pre- 
sented on a sustaining basis, without 
payment for time.” 

Here is a recommendation that at first 
glance would seem to rectify a wrong 
that has been done to Gospel broad- 
casters for many years. As many know, 
there have been free time periods for 
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religious broadcasts for some years. The 
time has been somewhat evenly appor- 
tioned between the Jewish, Catholic, and 
Protestant faiths. But the difficulty has 
been that the Protestant time has been 
largely under the direction of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ

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Deliverance in a Train Wreck 


During the last eighteen months 
three members of THE SuNnDAY SCHOOL 
Times staff of lesson writers have been 
in accidents. Yet they have been mirac- 
ulously spared, and enabled by God’s 
mercy and grace to continue their valu- 
able ministry to a multitude of Sunday 
school teachers throughout the country. 
Mrs. Borchardt and Mrs. Low were in 
automobile accidents. Mrs. Borchardt 
was not seriously injured, though she 
suffered from shock; but Mrs. Low re- 
ceived dangerous and painful injuries, 
was kept in bed for a long time, and is 
still not able to leave her home very 
often. But these writers are always 
careful to send in their lesson copy well 
in advance, and because of that their 
articles in the Truwes were not inter- 
rupted. It is a cause for thanksgiving 
that she is now well on the road to 
recovery. 

The latest deliverance has occurred 
during a speaking tour which Dr. Pace 
is making. Here is his own description 
of the accident, included in a letter writ- 
ten May 16: 

I have had a blessed time so far on the 
itinerary, but coming from Chattanooga 
to St. Louis I was in a train wreck. Three 
sleepers were derailed and plowed into 
the ditch, and I was in one of them, and 
although the car was turned over on its 
side, and the glass of the window was 
shattered and the mud of the ditch oozed 
into my berth, yet I was not even 
scratched nor in any other way was I in- 
jured, though a bit shaken up. It wasn't 
easy to dress in the dark in such an 
awkward position, yet I did it, and not 
any of my belongings was missing or in- 
jured, although some of my apparel was 
splattered with mud. 

I managed with others to crawl out, 
and the first thing I saw in the east was 
the brilliant morning star shining in all 
its glory, and I gave Him profound thanks 
for the miraculous deliverance. “Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee,” even in a train 
wreck; for my times are in His hands, and 
if He wants to open the gates of Heaven 
any time I am jubilantly ready. But evi- 
dently He had other work for me to do, 
hence I am spared to do it. 

Then from a later letter: “One of the 
things that impressed me at the moment 
of the wreck was the astonishing peace 
that flooded my soul. Instead of fright 
was the consciousness of great peace and 
calm that was beyond understanding.”

Lesson for June 28 
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Questions of the Man in Uniform 


4. Can a soldier be a Christian? 
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By J. E. Harris 
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Sunday evening that I would preach 

the gollowing Sunday on, Can a 
Soldier Be a Christian? One man in 
uniform who was present, remarking on 
the announced subject afterward, said: 
“If he says a man in the forces can be 
a Christian, I’ll stand up and shake my 
fist at him.” It was said in fun, but 
there was an undertone of seriousness 
in the playful threat. 


When I stood up to preach that ser- 
mon I told of the remark and the threat 
of which I had heard, ‘and then said, 
“If my friend is ready to shake his fist 
at me inside the church, I don’t know 
what he may do to me outside the 
church, so I’ll begin by agreeing with 
him, and say, ‘It can’t be done: for a 
soldier to be a Christian is a thing too 
hard for flesh and blood.’” 


And so it is. To be a Christian in 
the Army, the Navy, or the Air Force is 
a thing beyond human nature. We all 
know the severity of the temptations to 
which the man in uniform is exposed, 
the special difficulties that stand in the 
way of his being a Christian. Therefore 
in answer to our question, Can a Soldier 
Be a Christian? we say, No, it can’t be 
done. The demands of the Christian life 
are too exacting, and the obstacles to it 
in camp, on ship, and in barracks too 
great for human nature to succeed in 
living the Christian life amid the temp- 
tations peculiar to service in the forces. 


Accomplishing the Impossible 


During the last war a certain unit of 
the American forces was given a suc- 
cession of peculiarly difficult tasks, 
which were carried through successfully. 
As a result the men of this unit came 
to delight in attempting what seemed 
impossible and doing it, and they 
adopted the slogan, “It can’t be done, 
but here it is!” Just so. And these 
words apply to our question. 

We grant that for a soldier to be a 
Christian is asking too much of human 
nature. It can’t be done. Yet we are 
compelled to add, But here it is! Yes, 
here it is, in the Bible. 


Our Lord once said to Peter, “I will 
give unto thee the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven” (Matt. 16:19), and Peter used 
those keys twice. First to open the 
kingdom to Jews, on the day of Pente- 
cost, as told in Acts 2; and later to open 
the Kingdom to Gentiles, at what has 
been called The Gentile Pentecost, as 
told in Acts 10. 


There we read of the conversion of

a man named Cornelius, and some of 
his friends. They were Gentiles, how- 
ever, and for Gentiles to enter the King- 
dom of God on an equal footing with 
Jews was deemed by a Jew to be im- 
possible. Indeed to overcome Peter’s 
prejudices in the matter, God had to 
give him a special vision to prepare him 
to open the door of the Kingdom to 
Gentiles. Even Peter had not thought 





General Pershing, during the first 
World War, said to American soldiers: 
“Hardships will be your lot; tempta- 
tions will befall you, but the teach- 
ings of our Saviour will give you 
strength. Let your valor as a soldier 
and your conduct as a man be an in- 
spiration to your comrades and an 
honor to your country.” These chal- 
lenging words from a great general 
were quoted several weeks ago by 
Dr. Walter A, Maier of Concordia 
Seminary in his Lutheran Hour 
broadcast. Concluding his message, 
Dr. Maier said: “Since a deeper, 
stronger faith in the Saviour means 
a truer, firmer patriotism, I pray that 
you keep Christ enshrined in a per- 
sonal, soul-deep faith. Jesus asks 
more than lip worship; he asks, ‘My 
son, give me thine heart.” He wants 
individual trust upon the part not 
only of parents or children, but of 
the entire family — of each individual 
and of all.” 

In this concluding article of his 
series, Mr. Harris quotes the fine per- 
sonal testimony of General Dobbie, 
who has recently left the Island of 
Malta to return to England for a much 
needed rest. As Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Malta, he was 
subjected to 2,300 Axis air attacks, 
and Time (May 18) said of him: 
“During the hottest raids on Malta, 
air raid wardens wouid find Sir Wil- 
liam beside them, unruffled, pitching 
in to help move wounded out of 
bomb-wrecked houses. Nightly he 
held Bible classes for officers and 
men, sprinkled his war office reports 
with Scriptural quotations.” 

“Fourteen Officers and Service Men 
Look at Life” is the title of a new 
leaflet in the “Fourteen Prominent 
Series” issued by the Scripture Dis- 
tribution Society, Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Ill. It contains the personal 
testimonies of Christian officers and 
men, and may be had at 35 cents a 
dozen. 
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such a thing possible. It was a thing 
of which the Jew would say, “It can't 
be done.” 


But here it is, in Acts 10. Peter is con- 
strained to preach to a Gentile group, 
and the thing that couldn’t be done hap- 
pened. The Holy Spirit came upon this 
group when they believed in the same 
amazing way He came on Jews when 
Peter opened the door of the Kingdom 
to them. Of the Christian Jews who 
were with Peter on this occasion we read 
that they “were astonished . . . because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” It couldn’t 
be done, bat here it was! “Then an- 
swered-Peter, Can any man forbid water, 
that these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we?” (Acts 10: 45-47.) 


And who were these Gentiles? The 
leading one of them was a Roman sol- 
dier, Cornelius, a centurion. He was 
already a God-fearing man; devout, gen- 
erous, prayerful. Now he is led into a 
definitely Christian faith and experience, 
A Galaxy of Christian Soldiers 

Can a soldier be a Christian? Here is 
Cornelius, an officer in the army of 
pagan Rome, and he it is who leads the 
procession of Gentiles that began enter- 
ing the Kingdom that day, and has been 
moving into it ever since. 

Peter was a leading apostle, and he 
had been driven by God’s action in the 
matter to decide that this Roman soldier 
might consistently belong to the Church 
of Jesus Christ. Peter declares Cornelius 
to be a fit subject for Christian baptism. 
If then this man, serving in Rome’s mili- 
tary forces, could become a Christian, 
who shall say that any modern soldier 
may not be a Christian by reason of his 
calling? 

But someone says that was in Bible 
times, and it is very remote and far 
away from today. It is not enough to 
show me a Bible example, you must 
show me the thing today. 

Very well, here it is, in modern life. 
One of my intimate friends, a devoted 
minister of the Gospel today, served in 
the ranks during the last war, and he 
was a Christian at that time. A Sun- 
day school superintendent in one of my 
churches was a soldier all through the 
last war, and he knew what it was to 
trust Jesus Christ through all those try- 
ing years of trench warfare in France. 
A member of my present church, too, 
who was in the ranks of the Canadian 
Army in the last war, says that Christ 
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was never more real, and his Christian 
experience never more vital than in 
those days. 

In British military history, among dis- 
tinguished officers who were avowedly 
Christian men there shine some great 
names such as Havelock, Gordon, and 
Roberts. Lord Roberts once said he was 
proud to belong to the army of Queen 
Victoria, but prouder still to be in the 
army of the King of kings. — 

In China today Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek is openly and unashamedly 
Christian. General Wang Yu San 
preaches the Gospel besides command- 
ing a Chinese unit. He has formed 
Bible classes among his men, and 
preaches to them. 


A Modern Hero’s Testimony 


Or take the hero of Malta at the pres- 
ent time, until recently its Acting Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief, Lieut. 
Gen. Sir W. G. S. Dobbie. In The Pil- 
grim, a South African periodical, appears 
his own testimony concerning his Chris- 
tian faith, He says he came to know 
Christ as his Saviour forty-seven years 
ago, “and all through my military serv- 
ice He has been my Saviour and Lord.” 
He speaks of enjoying “a profound peace 
which none of the circumstances of army 
life in peace or war have been able to 
disturb.” He says that to serve and to 
fellow God “is a very real and practical 
thing in the Army. ...I have made it a 
habit to bring all my problems to God, 
both great and small, both professional 
and private, and I can testify that the 
help He gives is certain and convincing.” 


This splendid testimony is concluded 
in these words: “I have known Him 
now for forty-seven years, and I could 
not face life without Him. I pity those 
who are trying to live without Him. 
They little know what they are missing 
—it is no small thing to know that all 
the past has been forgiven, that help from 
the hands of Almighty God is available 
for the present, and that the whole 
future for eternity is assured. I am not 
presumptuous when I say I know that, 
because it has all been given to me by 
His grace, — apart from my own deserts. 
I commend such a Saviour to all.” 

But I stay by my first words, despite 
all this. It is too much to expect a man, 
human nature being what it is, to be a 
Christian in the Army— oranywhere 
else, if it must be done in the power of 
nature. It can’t be done—not in that 
power. Yet here it is! But in Christ’s 
power, in the power of the experience of 
the birth from above, and the indwelling 
of God’s Holy Spirit. 

No man can be a Christian in his own 
strength, in the power of his own unre- 
newed nature. Christ Himself is witness 
to this. “That which is born of the 
flesh [sinful human rature] is flesh,” He 
says And again, “Marvel not that I 
said unto thee, Ye must be born again” 
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(John 3:6, 7). Christ does not expect 
a man to live a Christian life without 
a new nature. And Paul says it is im- 


‘possible, when he writes, “They that are 


in the flesh” — who lack this new nature 
— “cannot please God” (Rom. 8:8). 


In the Bible, and in modern life, too, 
men even in the military calling, with 
all its difficulties, are living witnesses 
to the saving power of Jesus Christ. 
Why? Because in union with Christ, 
and in His strength, a man may be a 
Christian in the Army, the Navy, or the 
Air Force; in the office, the store, the 
school, the playing field, and in the home. 
In Christ’s strength it is possible. And 
no man can be a Christian anywhere in 
any other way. It is too much foi 
human nature, fallen and sinful as it is. 
But it is mot too much for the new 
nature that God gives to those who aban- 
don self-trust and commit themselves 
solely to Jesus Christ for salvation. 


Admittedly the difficulties of being a 
Christian in the forces are great. In 
some ways they may be greater than in 
civilian life, but it is not impossible 
when we bring Jesus Christ into the 
picture. 

An English nobleman, Lord Radstock, 
did a great work for Christ in Russia 
and other European countries in the last 
century. In Sweden he once conversed 
with a Swedish officer who had just left 
the Swedish Guards, and he urged him 
to receive Christ. The officer replied 
that his was a worldly nature, and that 
if he professed faith in Christ he would 
only disgrace Him by falling away. 


Lord Radstock’s Answer 


Taking a pencil, Lord Radstock held 
it upright on the table and asked “Why 
does this pencil not fall?” “Because 
you hold it,” was the reply. “Yes,” said 
the Englishman, “there is no power in 
the pencil itself, but a power outside of 
it holds it up. Just so God, knowing the 
sinfulness of human nature, does not call 
men in themselves to stand upright, but 
brings to them an external power— 
Himself. The question of falling depends 
not on the power of man, but on the 
Almighty God who is able to keep you 
from falling.” 

Before the conversation was over, the 
officer had closed with Christ, and re- 
ceived His offered salvation. Years later 
they met again, and the testimony of 
the officer was, “God has never let the 
pencil go for a minute.” 

We are not to suppose that he had 
lived a sinless life ever since, but he had 
lived a radically altered life. Sin was 
no longer a thing cherished, and if he 
had stumbled in a moment of unwatch- 
fulness, he had confessed to Christ and 
been restored, and gone on with Him. 

The great question about the Chris- 
tian life is this. Is there power to live 
it? The experience of thousands testifies 
that there is: Oh, yes, there are the 
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hypocrites, the counterfeits, but whoever 
refused a genuine coin because of having 
had a counterfeit one passed into his 
hand at some time? The counterfeit is 
proof of the genuine. If the real thing 
did not exist no one would try to imitate 
it. The real thing in Christian living, not 
perfection, but reality, can be seen in 
thousands of believers. They will tell 
you with Paul, “In me (that is, in my 
flesh,) [my old nature] dwelleth no good 
thing” (Rom. 7:18). But they will also 
say with Paul, “I can do an things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me” 
(Phil, 4:13). 


The secret of being a Christian is not 
in striving to make our human nature 
as it is measure up to the demands of 
Christ, but rather it is in despairing of 
ourselves, and betaking ourselves to 
Christ for a new heart, a new nature. 
For, “If any man be in Christ,” be united 
by faith to Him, “he is a new creature: 
old things have passed away; behold, all 
things are become new” (2 Cor. 5:17). 
In the newness of life Christ gives, it is 
possible to live a Christian life any- 
where. Sometimes we may walk feebly 
and stumblingly, but through His patient 
dealing with us, if we are wholehearted, 
we shall go on surely and with growing 
strength. Power to live the life is our 
need, and it is found in Christ.

taking, for “as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the 
sons of God” (John 1:12). This is the 
way to be born again, to become a child 
of God — RECEIVE JESUS CHRIST. . If 
you have never dealt directly and per- 
sonally with Him as to your own soul’s 
need, DO IT NOW. Pray in all sincerity,

He will come at your call, and you 
can be sure that with Jesus Christ really 
in control, you will be a better man at 
your job, whatever your calling. If you 
are in the fighting forces of your coun- 
try, or in any place of peril and hardship, 
you can face the discipline and the dif- 
ficulties and dangers with higher courage 
if in your heart there is faith in God, a 
knowledge that you are right with God, 
and the constant realization of the pres- 
ence of the Great Unseen Comrade and 
Saviour, your Lord Jesus Christ.

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ARCUS CHENG is one of China’s 
great preachers. Miss Brodbeck 
of Suifu, W. China, says of him: 

“IT have never known any speaker so 
acceptable to all classes of people re- 
gardless of education or previous beliefs. 
Our Christians simply cannot get enough 
of his Bible study group meetings, his 
sermons, and general meetings. His mes- 
sage is clear and logical, simple yet deep, 
and one can feel the absolute sincerity 
and devotion of his life. He has had 
Bible study for workers and leaders, for 
outstation evangelists, and for Christians, 
with general meetings for outsiders in 
the street chapel, also for Christian stu- 
dents of a Shanghai Medical and En- 
gineering College, recently moved here. 
Whether they are university students or 
illiterate women, it is the sermon one 
hears them discussing on the way home, 
after Mr. Cheng has been unfolding the 
Scriptures to*them.” 


The Banyali are one of the most im- 
moral people on the Congo. A tradi- 
tional custom makes it incumbent on all 
adolescent girls to reside for three 
months in an organized brothel under 
the care of a wicked old woman. Mon- 
ogamy is rare. Banana beer and to- 
bacco are used as commonly as food, 
and from infancy. Witchcraft thrives, 
and death by the poison cup is still prac- 
ticed. 

At the beginning of 1939 there was not 
a single believer in the entire Banyali 
tribe. “There was widespread hostility,” 
writes William Deans, in Congo Mission 
News. “Chiefs refused to interview us; 
no supplies of firewood would be fur- 
nished; and food for native believers on 
journeys could be purchased only at out- 
rageous prices. Whenever one succeeded 
in gathering together a little group, the 
Roman Catholic catechist would put in 
an appearance, often whipping the peo- 
ple away, or, of an evening, starting a 
heathen dance in close proximity. 

“At present two villages have been 
entered by resident evangelists and, in 
all, six native evangelists have gone to 
live in the tribe. About a dozen other 
villages have now asked for teachers. 
The former hostility has largely disap- 
peared, and copies of John’s Gospel are 
readily bought by literates. From one 
village, where we were expelled eight 
years ago, deprived of a place to sleep, 
and forced to sleep under the stars, has 
come a demand for a teacher. The usual 
Roman Catholic opposition met his ar- 
rival and the children were -whipped 
who listened to him. This is lessening, 


and about forty attended the meetings.” 

In the forest where the Banyali live 
are many Pygmies. Eleven have trusted 
the Lord, and built a little hall of poles 
and mud. Later they moved off in 
search of elephants, but have now re- 
turned and are learning more of Him 
who died to save Pygmies, too. 


The Change in Israel.—Mr. Saxe of 
the Chicago Hebrew Mission contrasts 
Christmas today and Christmas of forty 
years ago, in relation to many of the 
Jewish people. Christ’s name is now 
honored in many Jewish homes, but 
when Mr. Saxe was a boy, Christmas, 
or “Nitel” as they used to call it, was 
observed by playing card games that 
would disgrace and slander His name. 
Devout Jews, who would not touch a 
playing card the year through, would 
spend six or eight hours on our Lord’s 
birthday in this unhappy and dishonor- 
ing way. 

And yet there is no hope or comfort 
in their own religion. “I went into the 
huge Jewish cemetery in the Polish city 
of Lodz some years ago,” writes Dr. Ar- 
nold Frank in the Hebrew Christian 
Quarterly. “It was midsummer, yet the 
place was without a single flower. It 
looked neglected and utterly forsaken. 
There was no symbol of hope or of im- 
mortality. I saw several Jewish women 
weeping at the graves of once famous 
rabbis, and imploring these dead to in- 
tercede for them. 

“A Jew who felt his wife’s death very 
keenly,” continues Dr. Frank, “found no 
consolation in the synagogue. One day, 
passing by a Protestant cemetery, he 
noticed on the entrance gate the inscrip- 
tion: ‘I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live.’ He read 
and reread these comforting words. He 
wrote them in his notebook. On return- 
ing home he asked his Christian neigh- 
bor, ‘Whose words are these, and where 
are they to be found?’ ‘They are Christ’s,’ 
replied the Christian, ‘and were spoken 
when He raised Lazarus from the dead. 
They are in the New Testament.’ The 
son of Israel bought a Testament, read 
it, and made his peace with Jesus, Mes- 
siah and Lord.” 


Mohammedanism among American 
Negroes is described by Dr. Samuel 
Zwemer in the Moslem World. The 
leader of it was “the Noble Prophet 
Drew Ali of Chicago” who taught that 
“Jesus was a Negro who tried to redeem 
the black Moabites and was, because of 
this, executed.” .Drew Ali’s Koran is a 


pamphlet of sixty pages which bids Ne- 
groes everywhere abandon Christianity 
and go back to the Islam of their an- 
cestors. Drew Ali has a considerable 
following in a dozen American cities. 
A curious catechism for Negro children 
is reproduced by Dr. Zwemer: 

Where was Noble Drew Ali born? In 
North Carolina in 1886. : 

For what purpose was the Moorish Science 
Temple of America founded? For the lift- 
ing of fallen humanity. 

How did the prophet begin to uplift 
Moorish-Americans (i. e., Negroes)? By 
teaching them to be themselves. 

Why did Allah send Jesus to this earth? 
To save the Israelites from the iron-hand 
oppression of the pale-skin nations. 

What is Truth? Truth is Aught. 

What is Aught? Aught is Allah. 

What is the modern name for the Garden 
of Eden? Mecca. 

What did the Higher-self say to the 
Lower-self at one time when he met him? 
“Where are you going, Satan?” 

What was the answer that the Lower-self 
gave to the Higher-self? “I am going to 
and fro on the earth seeking whom I may 
devour.” ° 

Has he finished his task of devouring? 
Yes 


When was his time declared out? 
he nailed Jesus on the cross. 

What is the name of the person into whom 
Jesus was first reincarnated? Prophet Mo- 
hammed the Conqueror. 

And so on, in like fashion, through one 
hundred questions ! 


American churches are afflicted with 
preaching on such speculative subjects 
as, “Can we save civilization?” “Recon- 
struction,” and “Democracy,” with much 
glorification of America. From England 
comes the same story: “We seem dis- 
tracted with political, economic, inter- 
national programs, and the idea of 
preaching theology seems in some pul- 
pits absurd.” So says A. W. Harrison 
in the Methodist Recorder. “But we sing 
theology in our hymns,” he continues, 
“and make a great descent when we 
come to ethics, economics, or politics in 
the sermon. ... Why not try to lift the 
sermon up to the level of the hymn?” 
He suggests preaching from hymns. Cer- 
tainly a good starting place could be 
found for a sermon in such a hymn verse 
as the one he quotes: } 

Trace we the Babe, who hath retrieved 

our loss, 

From the poor manger to the bitter cross; 

Tread in His steps, assisted by His grace, 

Till man’s first heavenly state again takes 

place. 

It would, indeed, be a useful innova- 
tion if pastors, before the singing of a 
hymn, would occasionally make some 
little exposition of its teaching, and then 
insist on singing every verse. The for- 
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mula, “We will sing the first, third, and 
last stanza,” has robbed churchgoers of 
vast stores of instruction through the 
years. “It is,'I think, not untrue to 
say that the main interest of the congre- 
gation at an ordinary service is the 
hymns that are to be sung. It is from 
the hymns that, in fact, most of them 
derive their theology.” This is the opin- 
ion of the present Bishop of St. Edmunds- 
bury. 

But the Word itself is the first and 
last norm for preaching. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, son of the late Mar- 
quis of Salisbury and now Prevost of 
Eton College, has this to say: 

“I would have the clergy teach the 
Bible, taking a few verses at a time and 
making their meaning clear. 
wanted in church is Biblical instruction. 
I dare say this would not apply to many, 
but if so they are not the people who 
really want the Christian religion. The 
message of the Gospels and a real rela- 
tion with Christ and through Christ with 
God is what Christianity has to offer.” 


The evangelical origins of the Inter- 
national Red Cross are described in the 
Presbyterian Record by Madame Charles 
Bieler of Montreal, daughter of the 
famous Swiss pastor and church histo- 
rian, Merle d’Aubigné. In the late fifties 
the Y.M.C.A. had come into being in 
England, and a young Swiss, Dr. Henri 
Dunant, became interested in its pro- 
motion on the Continent. In the spring 
of 1859 he went to North Italy to inter- 
view Napoleon III in person regarding 
it, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Emperor was then engaged in active 
military operations. 

It was the 24th of June when he 
reached Solferino, and he found himself 
caught in the battle zone. He discov- 
ered five hundred wounded in the Chiesa 
Maggiore, some in the convulsion of 
lockjaw, others bleeding to death, all 
covered with mud and vermin, pleading 
for food and water. 

So he went to work, ran in and out of 
peasant homes, calling on the women 
to give old linen, to draw fresh water, 
to bring clean straw, to boil water for 
washing wounds. He mobilized the 
whole village. Then he obtained from 
General MacMahon the liberation of all 
enemy ambulance orderlies. The Em- 
peror enlarged this humane step by set- 
ting free all captured Austrian physi- 
cians that they might serve the wounded 
of both sides. 

Back in Geneva Dr. d’Aubigné was 
preparing to make the season’s closing 
address at the Free Theological College. 
Glancing at the Journal de Généve he 
learned of the terrible conditions at 
Solferino, and, when he arose on the 
platform, called for men, money, and 
bandages. A collection was made, three 
of the college students were given a 
brief course in first aid and then dis- 
patched with various comforts to the 
suffering wounded on the plains of Lom- 
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bardy. M. Moynier, head of the Red 
Cross for a half century, wrote later to 
M. d’Aubigné: “Your committee was 
the first group to send help to the 
wounded of a foreign army. It was the 
original germ from which our whole .or- 
ganization has developed. Suum cuique! 
{To every man his due.]” 

Five Genevese leaders soon after 
formed an International Committee of 
Help to the Wounded. They were Gus- 
tave Moynier, Dr. Maunoir, Dr. Appia, 
General Dufour, and especially Henri 
Dunant. Dr. Appia, a specialist in war 
surgery, was a pastor’s son‘and a brother 
of Dr. G. Appia, for years a leading 
pastor of the French Reformed Church 
in Paris. In October, 1863, they opened 
the first international assembly, with 36 
delegates from 16 states. The charter 
ordained these principles: Care and pro- 
tection of the wounded, immunity of 
sanitary stores and staffs, establishment 
in every country of a national commit- 
tee, with control retained in Geneva. 
For an emblem they reversed the Swiss 
flag, which has a white cross on a red 
ground. 

The Red Cross thus came out of evan- 
gelical Protestantism. Evangelical Prot- 
estants should be its staunchest and most 
generous supporters at the present junc- 
ture when it is burdened with the most 
gigantic tasks of all time. 


Colportage in Ireland.—“Several peo- 
ple have remarked to me lately,” re- 
ports a colporteur, “‘Well, sir, we did 
not like you at all when you first started 
to visit us, but now we are disappointed 
if you don’t call at least twice a month.’ 

“On one of these occasions I said to 
a man, ‘It is strange you look for my 
coming; do you not look for the parish 
priest also?’ 

“Well, he calls sometimes, but sure, 
sir, he never talks about holy things at 
all, and if he does happen to mention 
them he never once speaks of Heaven 
but only of purgatory, hell, and masses. 
Why, that chapter you told me to read 
when I wanted comfort does me more 
good than any visit from a priest.’ 

“*What chapter?’” I asked. 

“Here the man went and got his Tes- 
tament. He opened it up very quickly 
at John 14 and read half the chapter, 
‘Faith,’ said he, ‘and that would do any 
ould sinner’s soul good.’” 

“In another home one day a man said 
to me, ‘That church is only two hundred 
yards from me and not one in this house 
has put their feet in it for years! My 
wife and I pray at night and we 
pray in the morning, but there is so 
much difference between God and the 
church that we are going to stick to 
God. Some around here say we are 
heathens, but no matter what they say, 
I believe I belong to God, and so does 
my wife.’ They were delighted to re- 
ceive a New Testament.” 


More about Ireland.—The Rev. F. C. 
Gibson of Belfast has this to say about 
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the present temper of thousands in 
Catholic Ireland: 

“In Green’s Short History of England, 
speaking of the coming of the Bible to 
England, he says that ‘the influence of 
the Book on the life of the common peo- 
ple showed itself in a thousand super- 
ficial ways.’ The same is now equally 
true ot Ireland where, for the first time, 
the Scriptures are finding their way into 
so many thousands of homes. We see 
this in the graciousness of the welcome 
given to our colporteurs by those who 
formerly treated them with suspicion 
and contempt, and in the many questions 
which they are asking. We see it in 
a greater readiness to engage in religious 
conversation, especially by the increas- 
ing number who manifest an interest in 
persoiual salvation. We see it in the 
growing tendencies to criticize the doc- 
trines of their church when found in- 
consistent with the teaching of the New 
Testament.” Follow illustrations: 

“One who at first repulsed the col- 
porteur said later: ‘I read a wee bit 
out of the New Testament every day, 
and I now pray to Almighty God every 
night and every morning.’ Asked if it 
helped him to read God’s Word and to 
pray, he returned: ‘Indeed it does. 
When I go to do anything that is wrong 
I just say to myself, “Pat, you will be 
talking to God tonight,” and that keeps 
me from doing it.’ Another asked: ‘What 
good does it do attending church and 
confessing your sins every week, if at 
the end you are told it may be hundreds 
of years before you reach Heaven? I’m 
supposed to be in the true Chureh, but 
I am afraid if is not able to do much 
for my soul. Why, when I die, even the 
few pounds I have struggled to save 
will have to go to save my soul.’ 

“ ‘But,’ I said, ‘why did Christ die on 
the cross?’ 

“ ‘Indeed, sir, I have asked myself that 
question hundreds of times.’ 

“ ‘Well,’ I said, ‘it was that you should 
get to Heaven through a real belief in 
the Lord Jesus.’ I opened the Testa- 
ment he had bought and made him read 
very carefully 1 Peter 1:18, 19. After 
finishing he remarked, ‘By gorrah, that 
does explain our blessed Lord’s death 
on Calvary !’” 


Commander Williamson of H.M:S. 
Repulse was a Christian man. Mr. Rob- 
ert Munroe of Halifax has a mission in 
that city. He writes in the Presbyterian 
Guordian: “About the middle of July 
I was sitting in my office when a com- 
mander of the fleet walked in and said, 
‘Are you Bob Munroe?’ ‘Yes, sir,’ I said. 
‘Well, Bob, I’ve heard my men speak 
so much of you I thought I’d come and 
see you. I am a Christian. I believe 
in gesus Christ as my Saviour. I am 
Commander Williamson of the Repulse.’ 
The talk went on, and finally the men 
parted, the Commander apologizing for 
not inviting Bob to the battleship, as it 
Was against orders, but promising to 
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come Sunday night with some of his 
men. When Sunday night came the 
mission was packed with sailors. One 
after another stood up and told of his 
faith in Jesus Christ. Finally the Com- 
mander himself stood and outlined his 
personal trust in Jesus Christ. Then 
an invitation was given and three fine 
men came forward and professed Christ, 
one being the chief petty officer of the 
Repulse. In a few days that mighty ship 
steamed out of port, never to return.” 


War Notes—Five thousand white- 
bound copies of the New Testament 
have been given to the Women’s Ambu- 
lance Corp. They are of the same type 
as those presented to the boys of the 
Pacific fleet stationed at Honolulu. 

A Lutheran press release tells of Army 
work. One airplane tail-gunner said: “I 
don’t mind telling you I’m afraid to 
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die. I grew up to be nothing, though 
my father was a Catholic and my mother 
Episcopalian. I don’t know faith; I don’t 
know God. Can you give me any cer- 
tainty?” 

Another boy: “You are the first to 
give me a Bible or a prayer book. I 
have been in the Army seven years and 
am sick of the way my life’s book looks. 
Tell me if there is any hope, and tell 
me straight.” 

A Lutheran lad, “in whom the love 
of the Saviour runs deep,” came back 
from service strengthened by Word and 
Sacrament. His buddy chaffed him be- 
fore others ‘about his religion, winding 
up with, “Don’t forget to pray for me.” 
He took him at his word, and, in the 
presence of some twenty men, knelt and 
prayed not only for his buddy but for 
them all. 
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Is Gospel Broadcasting in Danger?

in America. The policy of the Federal 
Council, long familiar to SuNDAY SCHOOL 
Times readers, has been to fill the time 
at its disposal with avowedly Liberal 
speakers such as the late S. Parkes Cad- 
man, Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, Ralph 
W. Sockman, and the like, and to exclude 
the simple, straightforward Gospel of 
salvation through the blood. The only 
way that Gospel programs can be put 
on the air under the existing setup is 
by the purchase of time, at regular 
broadcasting rates, by such individuals 
and organizations as Charles E. Fuller, 
Moody Bible Institute, Dr. Walter A. Maier, 
and many others. Hence this recommen- 
dation that all broadcasting of religious 
programs should be provided for by the 
radio stations or network without pay- 
ment for time, instead of being a boon, 
would cut off practically every Gospel 
radio program on the air today. The 
reason for this will be seen when the 
fourth recommendation is studied. 
Recommendation four reads as fol- 
lows: “THAT time available be allo- 
cated by networks or local station man- 
agement in cooperation with advisory 


committees from the various faiths, in - 


order to insure fair treatment of the 
various religious bodies seeking repre- 
sentation on the air. Also, that time for 
religion on the air should be provided 
in accordance with (a) the merit of the 
program for which time is sought; (b) 
the numerical strength of the various 
religious faiths within the service areas 
of the networks or local stations.” 

Here the true purpose of these five 
recommendations makes itself apparent. 
Gospel broadcasting cannot be controlled 
today by those who are made uncom- 
fortable by the presentation of Gospel 


truth because it is paid broadcasting. 
If all religious broadcasting in each area 
can be put under a committee from the 
various faiths, then such a control will 
begin to be possible. The fact that 
there may be a representative from a 
Fundamental Christian group on such a 
committee will be of little consequence 
if a number of other members, antago- 
nistic to Gospel truth, are able to out- 
vote him, 

Notice, too, that under this fourth rec- 
ommendation the time is to be divided 
first in accord with “the merit of the 
program.” It would be interesting to 
know what standard is to be used for 
judging such merit, and whose opinion 
is to be sought. Is it to be the opinion 
of the committee, or is it to be the opin- 
ion of the majority of the listeners? If 
it is to be the committee who is to de- 
cide upon this merit, perhaps an incident 
that occurred recently on the West Coast 
might be worth noting. The Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ, concerned 
over the crude Gospel programs on the 
air, took it upon themselves to put on 
a series of radio programs which they 
felt would have the right tone and dig- 
nity. Each week appeals were made for 
letters of approval of the elaborate pro- 
grams of music, both instrumental and 
vocal, and the messages from outstand- 
ing Liberal pastors. However, at the 
end of a four-week period, in contrast 
to the thousands of letters received each 
week by simple, unpretentious Gospel 
programs, this meritorious and approved 
series received just one letter. Believers 
will want to know, therefore, who is to 
pass on the merits of the programs pro- 
posed under this new plan. 

This fourth recommendation also spe-

cifies that the time is to be allocated 
in accord with “the numerical strength 
of the various religious faiths within 
the service areas of the networks or 
local - stations.” Is time for political 
speeches allocated under any such plan? 
Are the manufacturers of intoxicants re- 
stricted in the amount of time that they 
are allowed by the number of users of 
intoxicants in a particular area? Why, 
then, should religious broadcasts be put 
under any such limitation? 

The fifth recommendation reads: 
“THAT regular religious radio programs 
should not appeal for contributions 
either directly or indirectly, for the sup- 
port of the radio program itself. Nor 
should a charge for sermons, pamphlets 
or religious objects, distributed through 
religious programs, be used by the spon- 
sor as a means of raising funds.” This 
follows naturally, if the suggestion of 
recommendation three is adopted. There 
can be no question that appeals for funds 
have been overdone by a few religious 
broadcasters. But a far greater evil 
would be foisted on the listening public 
if the Gospel broadcasters are restricted 
by unsympathetic committees or denied 
the support of the listening public. 

On the whole, if adopted and put into 
practice, these five recommendations 
would have the effect of clearing the air 
of practically all sound Gospel broad- 
casting. The only Protestant radio voice 
would be either that of the openly mod- 
ernistic, Bible-questioning, and blood- 
denying Federal Council of the Churches, 
or of such men who are willing to give 
such weak, colorless, noncommittal mes- 
sages as could be approved by them. 

In making these recommendations the 
committee mentions the need of the 
times through which we are now pass- 
ing. Yet the effect of this plan would be 
to take away the preaching of the un- 
adulterated Gospel, which offers the only 
real remedy for the needs of this old 
world. The Liberals now utilizing Prot- 
estantism’s free time on the air are 
preaching social betterment, world 
brotherhood, and all the other man-made 
remedies for sin and man’s fallen nature. 
Only a short time ago, many of them 
were advocating disarmament and pacif- 
ism. Can we trust them in the needy 
days that are upon us and the precarious 
days that lie ahead to steer even our 
religious thinking? It is time for those 
who stand four-square for God’s Word 
and for the pure Gospel to make it 
known in Washington that a large Chris- 
tian listening public, not represented by 
the Federal Council of the Churches, 
wants the Gospel kept on the air. It 
is only fair that a reasonable proportion 
of free time should be allocated to this 
purpose, but, if this cannot be, then as 
long as this is a democracy, this group 
should not be denied the right to pur- 
chase the time needed for this vital con- 
tribution to our nation’s spiritual health. 
Let it not be said of believers that their 
action has been too little or too late.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


LL sin is vile in the sight of God, 
A and all iniquity is debasing and 

defiling to man. But of all the 
evils that have degraded humanity and 
dishonored God, our Creator, probably 
none have wrought more mischief and 
been responsible for more suffering and 
wretchedness than the twin sins of 
drunkenness and licentiousness. The lat- 
ter is often induced by the former (Prov. 
23: 31-33), and both are of such char- 
acter that they bind their victims in 
chains of habit stronger than steel fet- 
ters, so that nothing but the saving 
power of God can give deliverance. 
Signing pledges and endeavoring to re- 
form only make manifest the utter in- 
ability of the inebriate and the profligate 
to deliver themselves. But, thank God, 
it is still true that “the Lion of Judah 
can break every chain.” The Gospel is 
the power of God unto salvation today 
as it ever has been. No matter what 
the evil habits may be which have grip- 
ped body and soul in a vise from which 
escape seems impossible, there is no case 
too hopeless, no life too badly wrecked, 
no character too debauched, for Christ 
to save (1 Cor. 6:9-11). Heaven will be 
filled with saved sinners, many of whom

had been for years counted by their fel- 
lows as beyond the pale of respectability 
(Matt. 21:31, 32) but who found a wel- 
come in the Kingdom of God when they 
bowed in contrition at the foot of the 
cross and trusted the Saviour, who came 
not to call the righteous but sinners to 
repentance (Matt. 9:13; Mark 2:17). 


The Historical Setting 


The passages chosen for our considera- 
tion in the present lesson were written 
by various inspired penmen and at 
widely distant times. Proverbs was 
written by Solomon about a thousand 
years before Christ. Isaiah prophesied 
some seven hundred years B. C., and 
Hosea was contemporary with him; Joel 
flourished probably some time earlier. 
Ephesians was written by Paul from 
prison in Rome, about A. D. 64. All 
agree in emphasizing the folly and wick- 
edness of intemperance. 


Verse by Verse 


Prov. 21: 17.—“He that loveth wine and 
oil shall not be rich.” Drunkenness and 
gluttony are here connected. Both are 
condemned by the Word of God, which 
ever insists on true, godly, self-control 
as the normal life for mankind. 

Chap. 23:32.—“At the last.” The be- 
ginning of a drunkard’s career may seem 
agreeable and pleasant. Young people 
enter upon it with a spirit of bravado, 
never realizing what the end of such a

course will be. The time comes when 
the wretched slave of habit endures 
agony unspeakable. Acute alcoholism 
is one of the saddest conditions in which 
the human mind and body can be 
plunged. Who would start on the down- 
ward path of inebriation who thought- 
fully considers the end of a drunkard’s 
life? 

Isa. 5:20.—‘Woe unto them that call 
evil good.” To speak of alcohol as a 
food (a common practice of those who 
endeavor to lead the public to demand 
strong drink) is to do this very thing. 
It involves a confounding of all true 
values with that which is detrimental 
and destructive. 


Verse 21—“Woe unto them that are 
wise in their own eyes.” Their great 
trouble is that such as these will not 
be instructed, either by precept or by 
the horrible evidences of their own 
senses. While admitting the folly of ex- 
cess in other people, they are over-con- 
fident concerning their own ability to 
handle poison in moderation ! 


Verse 22.—“Mighty to drink wine, and 

. mingle strong drink.” Many have 

a foolish pride in their ability to “carry 
their liquor,” as they say, and consider 
it an evidence of manliness that they 
can outdrink their fellows and yet keep 
apparently levelheaded. But the time 
soon comes when that which they

them and brings them into abject bond- 
age, from which there is no escape un- 
less delivered by the grace of God. 

Verse 23.—“Which justify the wicked 
for reward.” The intemperate lose all 
sense of true values. They glory in 
their shame and are ashamed of that 
which ‘is really worth while. Ridiculing 
the righteous, they boast in! their in- 
iquities and laud those who, like them- 
selves, defy the laws of God and live 
recklessly and unrighteously. 


Hos. 4:11—“Take away the heart.” 
Licentiousness and inebriation destroy 
all that remains of decency and idealism 
in fallen man. These are sins which 
earry their own punishment with them. 
Those who continue in them receive in 
themselves that recompense of their er- 
ror which is meet (Rom. 1:26, 27). 


Joel 3:2, 3—“Given a boy for an har- 
lot, and sold a girl for wine.” Joel pic- 
tures a day when God will call before 
Him for judgment those who have put 
temptation in the way of boys and girls, 
and who have even profited by the de- 
bauchery of young lives. Nothing is 
more heinous in the sight of the just 
Judge of all the earth than putting a 
stumbling block before the feet of a 
child (Matt. 18:6). The time when the 
judgment referred to in these verses will 
take place is elsewhere shown to be 
“when the Son of man shall come in his 
glory,” and the nations living on the 
earth will be summoned before Him. It 
is the same as the scene depicted in 
Matthew 25:31-46; and is to be dis- 
tinguished from the judgment of the 
Great White Throne, which takes place 
at the end of time, after the millennial 
reign of Christ (Rev. 20:11-15). There 
the wicked dead will stand for judg- 
ment, and among them “the abominable” 
(Rev. 21:8) who have been guilty of the 
horrible practices of which Joel speaks 
in these verses. Such will be banished 
to the lake of fire for all eternity. 


Eph. 5:18.—“Be not drunk with wine, 
... but be filled with the Spirit.” Here 
the disease and the remedy are placed in 
vivid. contrast. A man under the power 
of the spirit of the wine cup is changed 
from his normal self into a silly fool 
or a cruel and beastly wretch. In this 
condition of abnormality he says and 
does things he would never be guilty of 
when sober. The Holy Spirit, in a far 
higher sense, lifts man above the merely 
human, normal plane and enables him to 
say and do what, apart from the effusion 
of divine grace, would be impossible. 
So the believer is warned to beware of 
indulgence in wine, but to be filled with 
(that is, under the control of) the Holy 
Spirit, through whose enabling he is 
made victor over the power of sin and 
conformed to the image of Christ.

ally right, therefore the many exhorta- 
tions in Scripture to avoid evil habits 
and to keep the body and its appetites 
in subjection to an enlightened reason 
(1 Cor. 9:27) and to godliness and tem- 
perance, or self-control. Unsaved men 
may and frequently do flaunt all such 
commands and live as it pleases them- 
selves, only to learn at last by sad and 
bitter experience that “God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). But 
he who professes to know Christ is re- 
sponsible to walk as He walked (1 John 
2:6). For his own soul’s sake, because 
of the force of example upon others, and 
in order that Christ may be seen in his 
life, and that God may be glorified, he 
is called to walk in the Spirit, that he 
may not fulfill the lusts of the flesh 
(Gal. 5:16). If before his conversion he 
was under the power of any fleshly ap- 
petite, he needs to be doubly watchful 
against any needless exposure to temp- 
tation, which might overwhelm him and 
spell ruin to his testimony, therefore 
the importance of being filled with the 
Spirit. In this way alone may he be sure 
of power to stand against the wiles of 
the Devil.

A loyal people are, during the present 
world conflict, prepared to go to almost 
all lengths to back up the Government 
in the effort to destroy a ruthless, sav- 
age despotism, which would, if not 
checked, enslave the democratic nations 
of the world. Without complaining, our 
citizens recognize the importance of co- 
operating with the authorities in restric- 
tion of many things to which they have 
been accustomed. But when the devas- 
tating liquor industry is protected and 
supplies are diverted to enable brewers 
and distillers to continue poisoning our 
youth, and weakening the morals of the 
men of the service, we need not wonder 
that a rising tide of indignation is being 
manifested. Our Government would be 
wise if it restricted the liquor traffic 
with at least the same rigidity as to pri- 
orities that it has done in regard to 
legitimate business.

Buying Brooklyn Bridge—He that 
loveth pleasure shall be a poor man 
(Prov. 21:17). When the King James 
scholars put the Scriptures into Shakes- 
peare English from the Hebrew the word 
“pleasure” had a somewhat broader and, 
in some respects, different meaning from 
what it has today, like many other Eng- 
lish words whose meaning has changed 
in the course of years. 

We speak of swimming, skating, sled- 
ding, the various sorts of ball games, 
automobiling, and many other diversions 
as pleasures, not to forget the pleasures 
of the table. 

But in the day when the Bible was 
translated the word “pleasure” was 
largely confined to drinking, gaming, 
horse racing, and some other question- 
able enterprises. Perhaps the word could 
be translated “The fast life” or “The 
pace that kills.” It is the one who loveth 
these things who'shall be a poor man, 
according to the Scriptures. 

However, it is not the money that a 
man spends for drink that will bring 
him to poverty, it is the fool things 
which he does while under the influence 
of drink. We have all read about the 
intoxicated man, with plenty of money, 
to whom a “sharper” in New York sold 
the Brooklyn Bridge. This may or may 
not have been true, but in my own clan 
we had a relative who did pretty much 
this very thing. 

This relative had a fine farm and was 
one of the “hale fellows well met” type. 
He acquired the alcoholic habit, and one 
day while he and old John Barleycorn 
were traveling together at a rather high 
speed he bought an oyster farm. I do 
not know what an oyster farm is, but I 
think it is a body of water under which 
is supposed to be plantings of oysters. 
However, it turned out there were no 
oysters to speak of on this oyster farm 
my relative bought, and the result was 
that it broke him up and he lost all his 
property, and his relatives had to take 
care of him and his family. He at last 
wound up a suicide. 


How It Usually Works.—Woe unto 
them that are mighty to drink wine 
(Isa. 5:22). Probably the most unfor- 
tunate man in the business and social 
life of any community is the fellow who 
has cultivated a taste for strong drink. 
Whether he’ knows it or not, he is dis- 
counted by every businessman in the 
community, whether that businessman is 
a prohibitionist or what is known as a 
“Wet.” 

In these notes during the past year I 
have mentioned many a local incident 
to illustrate this pcint. 

Every man who is an employee of a 
corporation is sure, sooner or later, to 
make little mistakes, either of judgment 
or of execution. We are told it is hu- 
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man to err. As one fellow states it in 
an old wisecrack, “We all make mis- 
takes and that is why they put rubbers 
on lead pencils.” 

If one of these nice quiet tipplers, one 
of the boys who can take a drink or 
leave it alone, happens to make a mis- 
take that would be passed over as a 
human frailty to be expected, the boss 
immediately, in spite of himself, has a 
suspicion bobbing right up in his mind; 
“I wonder if that man has been drink- 
ing.” From that hour on that man be- 
comes a marked man in that organiza- 
tion, and none of us is surprised, as the 
years go on, to find somebody else has 
his nice job. 

Some years ago a young fellow, reared 
in a minister’s family in a country 
church, came to Coatesville and got a 
job in one of the steel mills. He had 
been brought up just as one would natu- 
rally suppose the son of a minister would 
be brought us. When he came to Coates- 
ville, instead of tying up with the church, 
in which he had been reared, he cast 
his lot with the boys in the mill who 
did hot go to church. This was a pretty 
lively crowd, and they soon taught him 
that a glass of beer, taken now and then, 
would not hurt anybody. Also, that a 
sherry cobbler or mint julep were very 
refreshing on a hot day. He advanced 
along in his job until he became assist- 
ant to the Purchasing Agent. Them his 
intimacy with old John Barleycorn was 
his undoing. His story is too sad to be 
recited here. 

The text could well read, “Whoa unto 
them that drink wine.” 


Pork Chops for Cows.—But be filled 
with the Spirit (Eph. 5:18). You all 
remember the old story where the man, 
in order to impress his boy with the 
importance of this text, or some other, 
gave him a jug and told him to take 
it and fill it with water at the pump. 
The boy placed the jug in the pump 
trough and got to work on the handle 
of the pump, and after considerable ef- 
fort was rather disgusted to find there 
was but little water in the jug. He 
thought there was nothing at all in the 
jug, but his father showed him there 
was a very material substance in the jug 
in the matter of air. 

If I remember rightly, the teaching 
was that if you could get religion into 
a boy or girl the Devil was not likely 
to get these evil things into him. 

It would seem that Paul in the text 
today was teaching the Ephesians the 
same great truth. 

We are told by Peter that our enemy 
the Devil walketh about like a roaring 
lion looking for his prey, and one of 
the places where the Devil or his angels 
are likely to get is on the interior of a 
boy or girl. 

If we can get our boys and girls filled 
with the Holy Spirit we do not have to 
worry about them in any way. 

As Major Whittle, years ago, told a 
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group here in Coatesville, “When you 
are a Christian you can do whatever you 
want to.” A cow is never tempted to 
break into a butcher shop and get away 
with pork chops. A cow wants hay and 
bran. 

There has been many a man who has 
unfortunately acquired a taste for drink. 
I can name a small army of such. Then 
they came in contact with the Lord 
Jesus and were born again by the Spirit 
of God. Then, being “filled with the 
Spirit,” they have no more taste for 
liquor than the old cow has for pork 
chops. If you get the idea,

HY do. we praise the Lord? As 
adults we praise Him for His Son, 
for the Holy Spirit, for His grace and 
love. We praise Him for daily bread, 
for home, for friends; we should praise 
Him for everything, for all things come 
from His hand, or by His permission. 
But this all has to do with what we 
praise Him for, not why we sing praises. 
There must be a grateful and loving 
heart to make praise spontaneous, and 
unless it is so, it is not praise. We might 
thank God for His mercies from a sense 
of courtesy and duty, but praise is some- 
thing else. We cannot praise from a 
sense of duty. 

A little child understands praise. I 
like to teach the child how everything 
in creation praises God. In that superb 
Psalm of praise, the 148th, the Psalm- 
ist calls on all creation to praise. The 
sunshine, the beauty of the moon and the 
stars, all show forth God’s glory, and 
they praise Him, 

The flowers bloom because He makes 
them grow and flourish. On every side 
you see them lifting beautiful faces to 
Him. 

I have used as an illustration for this 
lesson flowers and birds. The bird’s 
song is a song of praise. My canary has 
been a real inspiration to me this win- 
ter. No matter what the weather, 
through fog and storm, wind and sun- 
shine, he sings all day long. A cheery 
little messenger of joy and praise! 

Sometimes I think a great reason for 
the failure of the Church to reach the 
unreached multitudes is the fact that 
too often we make the Christian life 
look to the outsider like a grim and seri- 
ous business, even a glum affair. We do 
our duty, yes, in a do-or-die mood. 

Do you suppose God enjoys that kind 
of service? 

My daughter tells me that one of the 
things that always broke up any in- 
cipient rebellion in her‘heart as a child 
was that I would say to her, “If you 
can’t do this for Mother cheerfully, just 
skip it, for I despise unwilling service.” 
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I wonder if some of our dutiful service 
isn’t just as displeasing to God. 

Let’s get some praise into our hearts, 
and then it will roll out in songs of 
praise to our Lord. Suppose there is 
a war, our loved ones are called to die, 
we ourselves may die, — God still reigns. 
The nations are as putty in His hands. 
He maketh the wrath of man to praise 
Him. 

Suppose you have lost your job; thou- 
sands have. God still is able to supply 
all your need according to His riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus. He has a place 
for you. Ask Him to put you where He 
wants you. 

Suppose you are ill; thousands are; I 
am. I get a spell of self-pity once in a 
while, feel awfully sorry for myself be- 
cause my activities are cut so short as a 
result of a moment’s careless driving by 
a heedless girl. 

But, dear shut-in one, God gives some 
of His most precious blessings to us. 
Praise Him! Never mind “Why?” God 
still reigns. God still loves us. Christ 
is still our Saviour. And He is coming 
again! Praise Him!

NTRODUCE the lesson by some sur- 
prise toy, such as an apparent flower 

which allows water to be squirted intr 
the eyes of the person asked to smell 
it. Discuss methods by which people 
are fooled by these trinkets, in fun. Then 
say that the Bible warns people against 
being fooled by something serious. 
“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is rag- 
ing: and whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise” (Prov. 20:1; Memory Verse). 
What is true of wine is true of other 
drinks containing alcohol. Ask the chil- 
dren to name others. How do they fool 
people? 

Have the following Bible texts found 
and read. Have each verse copied on 
a piece of white paper cut in the shape 
of an open book, with the caption, “The 
Bible says.” Have at hand one liquor 
advertisement that states or implies the 
opposite. Attach both fact and propa- 
ganda to the wall or bulletin board. 

“He that loveth wine ... shall not be 
rich” (Prov. 21:17). The corresponding 
ad may show businessmen drinking or 
cocktails served in a home of rich fur- 
nishings. Retell in Junior language the 
following incident: Sir John Simon, 
M.P., tells the following story: “A 
friend of mine went to a certain work- 
house, and, after being shown over the 
building, was told by the master that 
beer was given to the inmates for their 
special Christmas treat. ‘Beer?’ said he. 
‘But what do you give to teetotalers?’ 
‘Teetotalers !’ replied the master. ‘Why, 
teetotalers don’t come here!’” (“The 
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Illustration Round Table,” THe Sunpay 
ScHoo.t TIMEs.) 


“At the last it biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder” (Prov. 23: 
32). \ The ad may feature smooth taste 
and delight in drinking. Use the story 
of a boy who found the Bible verse true, 
“It Biteth —It Stingeth,” in the depart- 
ment “Children at Home,” THe SunpDAy 
ScHoo, Times, December 27, 1941. 


“Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink” (Isa. 5:22). The 
ad may show men engaged in strenuous 
games or work. A bishop, while labor- 
ing in the capital of Argentine, was sud- 
denly stricken with appendicitis. One 
cf the best surgeons in the southern 
hemisphere was called. After a careful 
diagnosis, he said, “Your only hope is a 
surgical operation, but a man of your 
age ordinarily has only one chance in 
a hundred for recovery. Have you ever 
used alcoholic liquors? Have you ever 
used tobacco in any form?” ‘The bishop 
replied that he had never used either. 
The operation was a success. The blood 
of the patient was so pure that the 
wound healed like the flesh of a child 
(“The Illustration Round Table,” Tue 
Sunpay ScHoot TIMeEs). 


“Woe unto them that call evil good” 
(Isa. 5:20a). The ad may concern al- 
most any phase of attraction. A man 
stopped to read this inscription over a 
public house door in Liverpool: “Good 
ale is liquid bread” He took a quart 
to Dr. Samuelson, a chemist.. “Tell me 
how much bread there is in that bottle.” 
Dr. Samuelson smelled it and said, “It’s 
beer.” “No,” said the man, “it’s liquid 
bread.” “Come again in a week’s time,” 
said the chemist. Dr. Samuelson. de- 
scribed his findings, “Water, 93 per cent.” 
“It’s liquid anyway,” ventured the man. 
“Alcohol, 5 per cent.” Then holding out 
a quarter of a thimbleful of dirty-look- 
ing powder, “That’s the bread,” he said; 
“it amounts to about 2 per cent” (Con- 
densed from the New Century Leader). 

“Woe unto them that are wise in their 
own eyes, and prudent in their own 
sight!” (Isa. 5:21.) The ad may show 
appeal to smartness. The New Century 
Leader tells of a young businessman 
who at a lunch with his prospective em- 
ployers was to be offered a fine opening 
in an old and influential company. At 
the beginning of the meal he appeared 
listless and inattentive. At length he 
ordered .a cocktail. Soon he became 
alert, keen, brilliant. But the lunch 
finished without his being offered the 
position. “We cannot afford to run our 
business on cocktail power,” said one 
employer to the other, as they walked 
down the street. 

Other ads showing the subtlety of 
liquor propaganda, and also scientific 
statements of fact regarding alcohol may 
be displayed.

Patriots Won’t Drink Liquor In 1942! 


RECENT magazine article declared: 

“Patriots won’t have traffic smash- 
ups in 1942!” Why will it be unpatriotic 
to have accidents? Automobiles, rubber, 
man power, and money are all needed 
for the defense of America, and every 
patriotic American should carefully 
guard these vital resources, 

How might liquor drinking be classed 
as unpatriotic? Drinking may bring 
about traffic accidents, and the loss of 
that which we have already mentioned. 
List on the blackboard other reasons 
why a patriot will refrain from drinking 
alcoholic beverages. Discuss waste of 
money needed for defense, repairs at 
home and in business, higher costs of 
living; analyze destruction of mental and 
physical efficiency; and social and spir- 
itual liabilities of drink. 

If our desire to be patriotic were the 
only reason for eliminating liquor evils, 
it would be enough. But there is a 
greater reason even than that: 


SprrRIT-FILLED CHRISTIANS WaQn’T 
Drink Liquor IN 1942! 


First, let us go back to the Old Testa- 
ment for warnings given by the Lord 
Jehovah to people whom He wanted as 
witnesses for Himself. 


Love of wine brings poverty (Prov. 
21:17 vs. John 10:10). 

Love of wine brings death (Prov. 23: 
32 vs. Rom. 6:23). 

False propaganda is a gateway to slav- 
ery (Isa. 5:20 vs. John 8:32). 

Alcoholic beverages dull the mind (v. 
21 vs. 2 Cor. 10:5). 

Alcoholic beverages wreck the body (v. 
22 vs. 2 Cor. 6:16). 

Drinking people are enemies to the 
Christian (v. 23 vs. 3 John 11). 

Alcoholic beverages endanger one’s 
heart and soul (Hos, 4:11 vs. Prov. 23: 
26). 

No age is exempt from the dangers of 
strong drink (Joel 3:2, 3 vs. Rom. 12:1, 
2). 


Against all of this look now at the 
glamorous advertisements in newspapers 
and magazines, and listen to liquor ad- 
vertisements on the radio. The radio is 
especially insidious, because oft-re- 
peated phrases have a tendency to pene- 
trate the consciousness, and the listener 
may find herself in possession of them 
against her actual knowledge. 
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How can Christian leaders keep young 
people from the dangers of such propa- 
ganda? Study with them the facts about 
alcohol. Combat the falsities of those 
who laud its virtues. Lead the class to 
formulate individual and personal rea- 
sons for their opposition to liquor. 

Does the problem of strong drink con- 
cern members of the Sunday school? 
One mother took her two little daugh- 
ters out of-a Sunday school where the 
evils of drunkenness were portrayed by 
their teacher so vividly that the little 
ones, unaccustomed to such sordid pic- 
tures, went home trembling and in tears. 
A teacher should, of course, anticipate 
the needs of her class, and should pray 
for the Holy Spirit to guide in the tact- 
ful presentation of a lesson of this kind 
just as earnestly as she would pray for 
a lesson containing, perhaps, a deeper 
spiritual foundation. 

However, even Primary children may 
be experienced in the use of liquors. A 
teacher had been telling her class of all 
the good beverages they should drink 
when one wee girl piped up, “I like to 
drink wine.” Before the astonished 
teacher could speak, a slightly older 
sister corrected, “You can’t drink it by 
yourself. Mama has to hold the glass 
for you.” 

In questioning a class of Juniors we 
learned that every child in the class had 
at some time been invited to take a 
drink on the sly. Such a situation might 
not prevail everywhere, but it does exist. 
When the class was asked how they 
might answer such an invitation one boy 
replied, “I would accept it. I like the 
taste of wine and beer.” 

Oh, how much we who lead young 
people must pray! 

A drinking person cannot glorify God 
(1 Cor. 10:31). A drinking person can- 
not help others to glorify God (Matt. 
5:16). Holy Spirit power is all that can 
free any of us from the dangers of alco- 
hol, and keep our spirits in fellowship 
with the Lord (Rom. 8:16; Eph. 5:18).

AY, fellows, God’s Word in our les- 
son text today specially denounces 
the manufacturers and dealers in alco- 
holic liquors who try to deceive the 
simple-minded in order to induce them 
to buy and drink their poison. The pas- 
sage selected from Isaiah is particularly 
emphatic. “Woe unto them that call 
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evil good, . . . and sweet for bitter!” 
(Isa. 5:20.) And, boy, are they doing 
that very thing! I have just been look- 
ing over some advertisements of liquors 
— whiskies, wines, and beer—in some 
of the most widely circulated magazines; 
very expensive—whole page ads; in 
colors: some of them in three or four 
colors. It costs thousands of dollars to 
place one of these ads in just one issue 
of the magazine. 

And what are they telling the gullible 
public about their whiskies, wines, and 
beer? Well, here are just a few samples. 
Descriptive adjectives which might be 
used to tell of things that are finest, 
sweetest, noblest, grandest, and purest — 
and most sacred —in all human experi- 
ence: One whiskey brewer says his prod- 
uct is a “noble” whiskey. That looks 
like dragging the fine word “noble” 
through swill, don’t you think? Another 





Little Jetts Teach the Lesson

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says his whiskey is “gentle as a lamb”! 
That makes me think of the saying, “If 
you want to know how tough it is to die 
young, order lamb chops.” Some of 
the ads speak particularly of the “blend.” 
Such a “happy blending” of “mildness” 
and “lightness” and “smoothness.” I re- 
call what the automobile salesman said 
to me about the quiet, smooth-running 
motor: “Sounds like a fly swimming in 
cream!” he ejaculated, with his sales 
eye glistening. The difference is that 
the auto-salesman was at least half right. 
Here is one distiller who calls his gin 
“incomparable”! I always felt that this 
word should be reserved for some mar- 
velous work of the Creator, as a great 
snowcapped mountain range, or Niagara 
Falls, or Zion National Park Canyon — 
or even for the Creator, Himself. Here 
it is used to denote that vile stuff — gin! 

Formerly the word gin was used to 
indicate a trap, or a snare. The Bible 
uses it. “Can a bird fall in a snare 
upon the earth, where no gin is for him?” 
(Amos 3:5; also see Isa. 8:14.) Here is 
an ad proclaiming a certain brand of 
wine as “friendly,” producing “content- 
ment and relaxation”; yes, the kind of 
“friendliness” that places a sweet. sensa- 
tion on the tip of your tongue while it 
steals your moral character. The slogan 
of another ad elaims that “clear heads 
choose” this particular brand of whiskey. 
Clear heads! (save the mark!) If such 
heads could by any stretch of the im- 
agination be called “clear,” you may be 
assured they won’t be clear for very 
long. Instead, they will be muddled and 
groggy, and incapable of even a child’s 
judgment. “Woe unto them that call 
evil good, . . . and sweet for bitter!” 

Liquor dealers show by these very ads 
just what they think of you, Mr. Dupe. 
They say you are a fool and that you 
will fall for a fool’s bait; that these false 
statements will induce you to sell your 
moral character, your right to real 
achievement, contentment, and happi- 
ness, in exchange for the rotten pottage 
they brew with which to debauch you. 
They are so confident of your stupidity 
that they are willing to invest hundreds 
of thousands, yes millions of dollars in 
these advertisements in order to get their 
lure under your eye. 

Fellows, don’t you fall for it. Believe 
the Word of God, instead, which says, 
“Wine is a mocker, strong dring is rag- 
ing: and whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise” (Prov. 20:1).

It 
will be seen that it is not nearly enough 
for us who are older to keep straight on 
the question of alcohol, but while we 
criticize the young people, let us be sure 
that we, ourselves, keep away from the 
temptation that we are criticizing.

OR some reason, many Christian 

young people seem to get the idea 
about this time each year that they are 
justified in letting down in their Chris- 
tian activities.

On the other hand, the summer should 
often be a time for increased spiritual 
activity rather than any curtailment. 
Many of us have more freedom from 
school activities in the summer and more 
time to study God’s Word and to do 
Christian work. The summertime gives 
opportunity for outdoor meetings, where 
those who might not accept an invita- 
tion to enter our young people’s meet- 
ing room may hear the Gospel and be 
saved. It is a time when often we can 
take the Gospel to those who will not 
come to hear it. Perhaps that young 
man or young woman on your street 
whom you have hesitated about asking 
to attend your church might easily be 
persuaded to attend a young people’s 
meeting around a campfire in a near-by 


- woods, or at some convenient park. 


Let us, then, lay our plans early to 
make our summer meetings wholesome 
and attractive and interesting. You will 
need to exercise a little more care in 
these outdoor meetings lest attention 
wander. Use hymns that the majority 
know by heart, so that if the meeting 
is to be held away from the church 
building it will not be necessary to carry 
books. Encourage Bible verse memoriz- 
ing, and use some of your members who 
can play a cornet or other musical in- 
struments that will keep the singing up 
to time and pitch. Above all, arrange 
the time of the meeting so that it will 
not interfere with the church service that 
follows, and see to it that as many as 
possible return for that service. 

Some young people’s groups in a com- 
munity combine to conduct tent meet- 
ings on some vacant lot during the sum- 
mer. Here is a fine way to spread the 
Gospel and give your group excellent 
training.

The Danger of Medicated Wines.— 
Medicated wines, which often have the 
alcoholic content of the strongest wines, 
are a combination of a wine base such 
as port or sherry plus extract of beef, 
malt, iron, cinchona, pepsin, or, some 
other substance. “There can be no 
doubt,” stated the Select Committee on 
Patent Medicine (England), “that many 
persons acquire the ‘drink habit’ by tak- 
ing medicated wines, either knowing 
that they are alcoholic . .. or in igno- 
rance that they are highly intoxicating 
liquor.” 

“The Commercial problem,” says the 
Times Law Reports for 1926, “is how to 
put enough medicine in the wine at 
least for the sake of argument and at 
the same time, not enough to make it 
unpalatable to the men and women who 
drink it and especially to the women 
who think they suffer from nervous dis- 
orders and want an excuse for drinking 
port around 11 o’clock in the morning.” 

The danger in the use of these wines 
lies in the fact that they have great 
power of developing the habit of drink- 
ing alcoholic beverages among invalids. 


The Aftermath of the Open Canteen. 
—An Australian World War veteran ap- 
peared in the Court of Appeals recently 
to show cause why he should not be dealt 
with for a breach of a bond to abstain 
from liquor for two years. 

Turning to the judge, he asked, “as 
one soldier to another,” to be given an- 
other chance. 

“My drinking habits are due to rum 
rations while serving in the last war,” 
said the ex-soldier.

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Stating that his war record showed 
good service for his country, the judge 
deferred sentence so that the man, who 
was suffering from tuberculosis, could 
have himself declared an inebriate and 
sent to a mental hospital instead of serv- 
ing a prison sentence. This is only a 
single instance but a good picture of 
what may be expected twenty years after 
the present war which, with the open 
army canteen, seems to be the means uf 
teaching so many young men the use of 
beer, often a first step toward the drink- 
ing of hard liquors. 


The Value of Abstinence in the Army. 
—“I would like every man in the Army 
a total abstainer. Give me a teetotal 
army and I will lead it anywhere. Thir- 
teen thousand abstainers are equal to 
fifteen thousand nonabstainers.”—Lord 
Roberts, one of Britain’s most famous 
military leaders. 


Sabotaging for Japan.—A report from 
the United States Treasury Department 
charges that Japan is using drugs as 
a weapon against other nations, says 
Grit. 

“The report declares that Japan started 
a secret drug war against Western civ- 
ilization in 1931. 

“It adds that illicit opium traffic was 
an instrument of Japanese policy for 
ten years to corrupt Western nations, 
and weaken and enslave invaded coun- 
tries, as well as countries earmarked 
for invasion. 

“The Japanese Government organized 
opium smuggling into the United States, 
Canada, and Mexico, and is now flooding 
the conquered parts of the Philippines. 

“An official booklet for Japanese sol- 
diers says: ‘The use of narcotics is un- 
worthy of the superior Japanese race, 
but inferior races, like Europeans, Chi- 
nese, and the East Indies, may be ad- 
dicted; therefore, they are destined to 
become Japan’s servants, and eventually 
to disappear.” 

It is well to remember that alcohol 
is also a narcotic, one in wider use in 
this country than the narcotics which 
Japan is trying to place here. “A person 
who takes a shot of whisky, rum, gin, 
wine, or alcoholic beer is drugged by 
it, to an extent depending on the amount 
of alcohol that enters the blood stream 
of those taking it,” says Grit. 

Stating that he does not know of a 
case where a person drugged by opium 
has committed violent assaults, man- 
slaughter, or murder, the writer adds: 
“Every year, hundreds go through the 
courts for brawling, assaults, manslaugh- 
ter, and even murder, and evidence proves 
alcohol intoxication is responsible for at 
least tens of thousands of drunkards who 
have become hopeless wrecks, often bring- 
ing an entire family to destitution and 
misery. Yet our Government, press, and 
liquor financiers let it curse and disgrace 
us, hampering every decent objective in 
the social order and at this time of our 
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nation’s crisis hampering our military 
effort when every man is needed to 
stem the tide of Japanese aggression.” 


Alcohol and Rural France.—“Without 
alcohol, the rural population of.France 
would be practically untouched by 
tuberculosis. As it is, alcoholism is de- 
stroying the peasantry of the healthiest 
and most beautiful regions by inducing 
tuberculosis.” — M. Joseph  Reinach, 
French Parliament. 


Alcohol and Crime.—The alcoholic 
criminal more often commits crimes of 
violence than other breakers of the law, 
says Dr. Ralph S. Banay, of Sing Sing, 
New York, writing in the Quarterly 
Journal of Studies on Alcohol: He com- 
plains that little is done for the study, 
understanding, treatment, and preven- 
tion of these cases, despite the fact that 
corrective institutions throughout our 
country are constantly experiencing 
them. He says: “The intemperate of- 
fenders live in a state of suspended alco- 
holic animation in prisons, until upon 
their release, they shortly fall back into 
their previous habits.” 


Those who commit crimes of violence 
which characterize the alcoholic need 
greater social, economic, and medical 
attention, Dr. Banay claims. He feels 
that institutions should establish ample 
facilities for diagnosis and treatment as 
well as means of industrial and moral 
rehabilitation and that when this has 
been accomplished, improvement will be 
seen. 


Drink and Defense Workers.—Com- 
menting on the statement of Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Strecker, professor of psychi- 
atry, University of Pennsylvania, that 
excessive use of alcohol by defense 
workers is causing “a serious breach” 
in the United States’ wall of work de- 
fense, an Australian periodical calls this 
“further proof of the widespread sabo- 
tage of national effort by beverage alco- 
hol which is becoming so increasingly 
obvious throughout the Allied Coun- 
tries,’ and adds thaf this is helpful to 
the Axis powers. 

Before its fall, Singapore was “danc- 
ing and swizzling whisky.” In the United 
States the same thing is true. New 
South Wales is reported to have con- 
sumed 4,552,647 gallons of beer, wine,

and spirits in the year which ended June 
30, 1941, an amount 2,649,763 gallons more 
than the previous 12 months. “This com- 
placent idea — thai ‘it can’t happen here’ 
—is good feeding ground for the liquor 
sellers. It can happen here — and as sure 
as it happened in France, it will hap- 
pen here if we do not immediately blitz 
this deadly doctrine of booziness as 
usual.” 


The Sydney Daily Mirror courageously 
said: “The whole question of the liquor 
traffic in relation to the war must be 
reviewed, and reviewed immediately, by 
the Federal and State Governments.” 


We Need More “Watchmen” Like 
This.—Not everyone is asleep to the re- 
sults of deluging our youth with alco- 
holic drinks. In a open letter to the 
President, commenting on his campaign 
statement that the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was doomed, Paul E. Haines, di- 
rector of the Oriental Missionary So- 
ciety, Incorporated, recently said: 

“The asking of Congress for multiplied 
billions of dollars will be futile even 
though they may grant the desired sum, 
if we fail to correct our gross national 
error of bringing back upon this fair 
land of ours the conscienceless liquor 
traffic to damn the fair youth upon which 
we are now so dependent. 


“Mr. President, it is quite clear that 
the American people will follow your 
lead in this our present emergency. The 
question is, will it be back to God and 
the right standards of living, or will it 
be to deeper depths of physical indul- 
gence ending in debauchery? Shall it 
be an erasure of this national blot from 
our history, or shall we trifle with it un- 
til it leads us along the path of ignomin- 
ious defeat, national dishonor, and per- 
haps ultimate disaster?” 

More letters lite the above, written to 
those in power, might help our legis- 
lators to realize that all America is not 
in favor of placing the welfare of the 
liquor trades before national security.

Desert Island 
By Samuel Scoville, Jr. 


HELIOTROPE and silver dawn was 

just showing in the eastern sky as 
I scampered down to the beach for an 
early dip. <A tern, all crystal-white 
with a black head, chirred at me as I 
dived into the coldest surf south of 
Greenland. It was the thirteenth of 
July but the water was evidently left 
over from January. 

After breakfast, five of us started with 
the Skipper for a desert island that he 
had discovered off the New Jersey 
coast. Rakish schooners, swift silent 
sloops, spanking cutters, barks, and brig- 
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antines, all are good craft for adventur- 
ing on the high seas, but give me a 
power boat with lots of gas and a skip- 
per who knows his channel—all of 
which was ours that day. 

Two hours later we landed in a fog 
that had swirled in from the sea on one 
of the most desolate desert islands of my 
acquaintance. Even Robinson Crusoe 
would have refused to land on it — but 
we did. A long beach of pitted sand 
flanked by low dunes stretched away 
ahead of us. 

Almost immediately we were sur- 
rounded by a cloud of scolding tern, 
those swift sea swallows with black 
heads and white forked tails, who 
swooped down at us threateningly. In 
a few minutes we saw the reason for 
their attacks. 

Here and there in little hollows in the 
sand were their spotted eggs, some 
white, others light green, olive, or yel- 
low-brown. One nest that I found had 
four eggs, each one of a different color. 

Among the terns were a few black 
skimmers, strange birds, the size of a 
crow, black above, white beneath, with 
orange-red bills, the lower mandible, 
with which they skimmed the water, 
being much longer than the upper. I 
found one of their nests with four blue- 
white eggs beautifully blotched with 
sepia and lavender. 

Here and there hiding under iva 
bushes or crouching beside lumps of 
turf were young tern, fuzzy brown little 
chicks with black spots. 

Then came the high light of the day 
for me. On a hummock of white sand 
I found a little hollow in which lay four 
white eggs thickly peppered with gray- 
black spots, and I recognized the rare 
nest of the piping plover, that brownish 
white little bird, the color of sun- 
bleached sand, with a broken black ring 
about his neck, which patters along the

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beaches and gives a plaintive little pip- 
ing call from time to time. 


The eggs were still warm, and when I 
moved down the beach about fifty yards 
the little mother pattered up and 
crouched down over them. When I 
tried to come nearer she would slip 
away like a tiny ghost, her color so, 
blending into the sand that it was diffi- 
cult to follow her. 


Many years ago on the coast of New 
Brunswick I had found the nest of a 
piping plover. Later on I found an- 
other one on the New Jersey coast at a 
time when they were not supposed to 
breed there. More recently they have 
been found nesting quite frequently on 
islands off southern New Jersey, yet to 
me this third finding of a piper’s nest 
was a very pleasant event, which I shall 
always remember. 

Farther up the beach we came to 
another female piping plover, who evi- 
dently tried to decoy us away from her 
nest by ostentatiously squatting down 
in front of us on the dry sand as if 
brooding eggs and then slowly retreat- 
ing when we came near, repeating her 
simple stratagem each time that we ap- 
proached her. Although we searched 
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of the recent article in THE TIMES

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and searched we were not able to 
locate her nest. ; 

Exploring the island we saw dow- 
itchers and semipalmated and red- 
backed sandpipers, one willet and two 
red-breasted mergansers on a sandspit 
close to a sea turtle, who was basking 
there. We watched cormorants and green 
herons in flight and once a great blue 
heron large as a roc (a medium-sized 
roc) but all too soon it was time to go 
home because the fog had closed down 
over the water. 

We rowed out to our boat and started 
our engine but could see nothing but fog, 
wisps of clammy vapor closing about 
us and cutting off all sight of stakes or 
buoys. All around us boats were wan- 
dering about trying to find their way 
home. 

Once, twice, and three times our pro- 
peller struck ground until like St. Paul’s 
crew we cast out our anchor and wished 
for the day. 

Finally, just as we were preparing to 
spend the night on the water, the fog 
lifted for a moment and afforded the 
Skipper a glimpse of a buoy that gave 
him his bearings. A few minutes later 
we were chugging homeward, followed 
by a long line of other craft, who re- 
lied upon the Skipper’s unexampled sea- 
manship, and at eight o’clock that eve- 
ning we landed safely at our dock, 
ending a day filled with many happy 
little adventures afloat and ashore.
